He also announced that Lieutenant General Bernhard Bechlor, 
tajor general Dr. Otto Eorfes. and Colonel Eanuann Lewerens,, were 
attending a six-nonth course of instruction at the Moscow Military 
Institute., He mentioned also that the course of instruction for field cooks 
which involved JL80 trainees and was originally planned 'or six months, 
held at the KVP school at Desaau-Kochstedt, would end on 15 April 1953 ’ 
one month earlier than planned, to make it possihle for trainees to f 
participate in maneuvers of the National Forces including Air Force and 
Sea Police in the Eggesin area from 15 April to 1 May 1953. I I 

Hoffmann finally called for intensified recruiting of EM for the KVP 
and urged that at regular intervals all units announce that effective

i&nployees of the Directorate General, Railroads, said that Deputy Director

Because of his background as coriander of a Communist brigade during 
the war in Spain and. his political altitude he appears qualified to 
become a Mgh KVP officer. Since he was allegedly discharged from the 
Reichs bairn at the baginning of 1953, it seems credible that he was 
reassigned to another organisation , No credit is given to ‘the maneuvers 
scheduled to be held in the Eggesin area during the second half of /h-rity 
as the state of training of the KVP, the Air Force and the Navy is 
imdeqmte for this. 
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
